Rev. Dr. Bruce Taylor Strong^ in 
Oondemnation of Social Con* 
ditions Here. 



The action takpn by the Cnivorslty 
in seeking to extermlnuie houses of 
HI repute existing In the neighborhood 
of the Campus was extolled in th.' 
course id' a sermon delivered by Rev. 
I>r. R. Ilruce Taylor, in SI. Taul's 
( luircli yesterday morning, In which 
he deiiouiu ed in the strongest terms 
the social conditions a.s Ihey exist in 
the city at present. "Within the 
! last few days, for example," said Uev. 
Dr. Taylor, "action has been taken on 
Ihe part of McfliU University to put 
an end to n set of clrcimistances tlmi 
were dangerous to the students. Ac- 
tion was taken because Mitilll I'ni- 
versity is a sinuiK ■ i.riioration, and 
Ihe evil v.;is patent, but there is nj 
iciisoii why an el'toit such as timl 
."houid not he extended till it destroy 
llie money-making end of. wickedness 
I'l.d harries wrong to tlie extent that 
It becomes where it exists a furtive 
and fugitive thing." Tu conquer this 
vice the co-operation of the churches, 
the good citizens and the women are 
needed, added Rev. Dr. Taylor, for It 
was the women of Seattle who aided 
l i vancjuishing it. What has been 
dune by McGill, said Dr. Taylor, can 
be done for the city as a whole. 

Dealing with general .social condi 
lions in the city. Dr. Taylor said that 
till- law was not observed, unii ther? 
v.as apparently no means of enforc- 
iiit; it. 'I'he coiiilitioiis showed tli.il 
ruliianlsni was uucliecked, and that 
iiuuses of vice were openly (tarried 
on with the knowledge of the pollen, 
while the law that made the proprie- 
tors of these premises responsible 
was a dead letter. Or. Taylor claim- 
pti that what was needed in the city 
was a movement to he urged, not 
eiiperiolly by the churches as such, but 
l>> Ihe men who had shown them- 
selves hitherto In one effort after an- 
other another lo demand the confi- 
dence of tlie community. He iieliev- 
' ed that any such movement must 
! Iiave the assistance of women, and 
of the women's organizations, which 
had proved themselves so etfectfvo 
since the war began. Conditions la 
the city were bo bad that the situi- 
tion could hardly be exaggerated.

OESCKIBES SIGNALLING. 



148th Battalion Hard at Work 
Preparing to Leave for 
France. 



W. i;. Dlanipiii Arts 'LS, recentlj 
received a letter from Corporal 
Ceorge Cameron, a former classmate. 
Corporal Cameron was an associai > 
editor on the McOill Daily previous 
to his enlistment In the 14Stb Iiat- 
talion last winter. He entered tlie 
signalling corps, and has since gained 
his corporal stripes. The following i» 
the substance ot the letter received: 
. Witley Camp, 
Nov. 18th. 1916. 

Dear Hlaiupin. — ' 

So much has happened since 1 wrote 
>ou last that I'm afraid i'vi' forgotten 
mo.st of it, but the iliary 1 usually 
forget to use and a little imagination 
may be able to tell you something. 

During our first calll at Witley we 
were Inspected by Gen. .Mcigheii, and 
had a bR of battalion drill under Col. 
Pollock. For the first our signalling 
work was limited to two flags; we 
borrowed tho poles and one buzzer, 
so we brushed up our squad drill and 
worked that poor buzzer overtime. 
Klaga. espiM'lally for semaphore, are. 
ol Utile use now. We spent week.? 
aiid weeks un them in Moulreiil, ami 
coiiseiiueutly we are not as well up 
rn the uuzzer as we should be. Wo 
can rei.d at fifteen woiils a minute 
now — five letters, and all pausci> for 
a group to a word. 

The McOIll Battery left Witley on 
the 16th (7), and we left on shore 
notice on the 18th, marching to Bram- 
Khotl in full marching order. Our 
huts there were on the same plans 
as those at Witley, but in worse re- 
pair. Quito tt few of the asbestos 
sheets with which tlie walls had been 
l:ned had been broken. TIk! signallor." 
f.ol in bad with the II. Co. offieers by 
l-ettlng hold of more sheets than th'.- 
whole U. Co. could gel. Our hut 
was tho best at first at Uiat. 

We were given our six days' leav-i 
while at firamsbott. Henry Hall and 
I went to Loudon. We reached Lon- 
don about 8 o'clock on October 23rd. 
and took rooms at Ihe Union Jack 
Club. Among other things, we saw 
the Tower, Westminster Abbey, at. 
I'uuI'b Cathedral, Zoological Oardenp, 
and the Waxworks. I found the Ab- 
bey and the Tower the most interest- 
ing. One of the guides in the Tower 
was a character. Say. he could talk. 
The only troubln with him was that 
I got so interested in watciiing him 
wcrk tliat I didn't notice what ho 
Ha id. 

We spent one day in Oxford, and 
were sorry we hadn't left more time 
for It, It Is such a pretty old town, 
and the Colleges are, of course, of 
iiiiusuat interest. It was rather fool- 
ish of us to expect lo see them all in 
one day, but we jolly soon found out 
that we couldn't see the whole of 
i'iligiand in six days. I won't lose 
any time in getting back to v .niada 
when 1 get a chance but I'd like to 
«vend n lew months looking thlK 
place over. 1 haven't been in Scot- 
land yet, but it's the country I'd llku 
to see. Some of my forefathers left 
H a few generations back. I want to 
run up some time to find out how 
n<uch they left and why. 

We spent our evenings in theatres 
while in London. It was hard enough- 
to get anywhere during the day, but 

at night- — . After spending five nights 
there I found myself walking down 
Waterloo looking for the I'nion Jack 
Club. I passed it on the opjiosite side 
of the street, reached Waterloo Sta- 
tion, and thinking It must be in the rear 
of the station ami that I was on the 
wrong street after all, walked in to 
cross over to where I thought Watet 
loo road was. As soon aa I got in- 
side I of coarse knew where I was. 
I intended to go to the Iloyal Acad- 
»-my one afternoon, but I got lost, and 
thprefore disgusted on ilic way and 
HO missed it. 1 knew a lady in l..on- 
don, and she took care of us. Ilor 
huHband is a captain in the Medica! 
Service. He has just reached Salon 
tka for tlie second time, after a sho»» 
leave in Canada, lie has had some 
great experiences, ami has hade 
himself invaluable by picking up sut 
ficient Serbian, Greek and French to 
work with the native patients. The 
first time that t met him he shook 
hands with mt\ and offered me a 
(igarette — straight from the Balkans 
We retnmed to camp on the 30tn 
learhing our hula at 1.30 a.m. Our 
eiiulpinent was all in tlie stores, and 
so we had lo get that out before 
could get any sleep, \'oii may be 
rurc tluti we dldn'l overwork our- 
tihrs thai day. Huriiig the week 
we had some of the Cmnpany Signal- 
lers out, and siient some of our time 
en buzzer reading. Maxwell and I 
took a heliograph out about three 
miles, and I chatted with the fellows 
In camp at the sun's pleasure. When 
we finally got the C, O.'s "Come in" 
our staiM was in the shade of a hedge 
we had disregarded, and our mirror 
would have been out in a few minutes, 
hut we didn't think it necessary to 
!pI1 the Sergeant that. Sergeant 
Wheeler is in i luirpe now. iis Mr. 

! Iloare is at present in cirirge of Di- 
visional Signalling, and .Sergeant 

I Mnckay is al a signalling school. 

I We spent one very pleasant day at 
Urai&siiott. Tho section was sent out 
with a party for trenching and wire 
entanglement instruction. Before we

Last year it will be foincnibcr.nl, that there was a man who had 
attended McGUl for five years, and yet was unable 
presentative from his faculty on the Students' CouncU. We have 
not heard of any such cases this year, but there arc many men. es- 
pecially those who are in their first year, who arc not fatmliar with 
the workings of the Council, and the objects which are behind its or- 
ganization. For these, as well as foi- others, we think that the fol- 
lowing brief resume may be of benefit. 

The Students- Council is the executive councU of the Students 
Society, a body which embraces in its membership all ^^^^^ 
ates of the University who have paid the universal 
rent session. The Students' Council is representative of the Students 
Society, and should the latter so desire it the --^'L"*';" .^^^^l 
..mended by a two-thirtls vote at a general meeting. The btudenU^ 
Council is the only recognized medium between students and Uni- 
versity authorities and the general public Its business i.s to admin- 
ister all the business of the Students' Society, to strive to promote 
social life and academic unity among the students, and to con- 
trol all funds contributed by the general body of students to any un- 
dergraduate enterprise. The Executive CouncU has also power to 
act as a court before which any students may bo called to account 
for a misdemeanor, though this class of the constitution is rarely |uit 
into force. It appoints a salaried secretary to attend to the routine 
management of its affairs. The salaried secretary shoidd be regard- 
ed by each and every student as the servant of the Society to which 
he belontis, and no one should be at ail backward in applymg to him 
for infonnation should he .so desire. Tlic management and control 
of the McOill Daily arc by constitution vested iu the Exccuti\e 
Council. These are the duties which the Students' Council fulfills. 

A word now as to the composition of the Council. It is on this 
l-oint that so many appear to be in doubt. The Council is composed 
of ten mcinbci's, as follows: Tho president of the Students' Society. 
Avlio acts as chairman; the president of tho McGill Union; the prcsi- 
ilcnts of the Football, Hockey and Track Clubs, and of the Athletic 
Association, each of whom is elected in ^larch, and holds office for 
a year from the following first day of July; one representative from 
each of the four Faculties of the University, to be elected by the 
students of such Faculty from the .iunior class tliereof between No- 
vember 20 and December 10, to take office on the following first 
«lay of January. The McGill Daily has no representative on the 
Students' Council other than the person whom it (tho Council) may 
care to select from amouf? its (the Council's) members to serve us 
the president of this newspaper. 

MeeliiiRs of tho Students' Society, at whicli the president pre- 
sides as chairman, are held twice a year, the annual meeting on tho 
third Wediiesday in Oetobor, and the semi-annual meeting on the 
third Wednesday in .March. Many students know only that thoy 
secure n release from lecture periods upon these two occasions, while 
H small proportion of the undergraduate body have interest enough 
in the operations of their Society to attend the m^etinns. At the an- 
nual meetintr of the finaneial statement of the Society for the finan- 
cial year ending on tho previoiLs June .30th is read and presented for 
adoption. At the semi-annual mcoting the reports of the various 
committees for the current financial year^are presented for-Bdo|)- 
tion. 

All clubs or societies to which all students contribute arc con- 

^tituted repnlur committees of the Students' Society, while any other 
clubs or societies which affiliate themselves with tiie Council and 
place their fonds under its control are rated as special comtnit- 
tees. 

The funds of the Students' Society are chiefly derived from tho 
ftnnnal fee of ten dollars, known as the universal fee, which is exact- 
ed at the, fonimcTKM'mont of the sosHion. Tiiis provides for mem- 
bership iu the various undergraduate urganizations, memberHliip in 
the McGill Union, the centre of all undergraduate activity, and sub- 
scription to the McGill Daily. Those athletic mid other activities, 
such as the Football, Hockey and Track Clulw, aud the McGill Daily, 
which are tevenne-prodacing, also contribute towards the iipkoeji 
of tfrotiiid.'} for athletics, the graiifin? of funds to different athhtir 
clubs, the salary of the secretary, and tiie support of oilier stijdent 
enterprises. Of the nnhrersal fee of ten dollars, the sum of six dol- 
lars is turned over to the Students' Council ; the sum of three dollars 
to the McQill Union and the sum of one dollar to the Cudergraduatc 
Societies of the respective Faenltîes. 

It .seems hardly necessary for us to add that the men who are 
elected to an office on this Council sliouhl be the very best men In 
the bodies which tliey represent. Talk before election is cheap; ai-- ' ^"^"^'oi 
tkms after attaining an office are what count. Vote tov the man | Hitchcock. 'Ofiût 
who \'(^V tlilnk V ill fill the position better than anyrm. . ! .

Gil- 
mour, who was aft,erwards raised to 
the rank of Captain, Is a graduate of 
McGlil of the class of Med. '10, and 
has seen much heavy fighting on the 
Somme in the capacity of medical 
officer of the IGth Uoynl Scots, one 
of the crack British roglmonts, which 
Is upholding the honor of England In 
this great war. 

Captain OUniour enlisted originally 
In South Africa, whither he went at 
the outbreak of war from Australia,

a campaigner. He has always been 
connected with some military or- 
.^\l7.k\XUm , and was for some time 
medical officer for the 28th New 
Hruiiswlck Oragoous. He later letl 
that position and took a commission 
lu the regiment. When war broke out 
l è offered his services as a comba- 
tant along with tho other members uf 
I ho regiment, but as cavalrymen were 
'.tot required, Major Corbet then of- 
fered his services to the Army Medi- 
cal Corps, and was immediately ac- 
cepted. He was then attached to the 
No. 1 General Hospital at Quebec, 
with Lieiit.-Colonel Murray MacLaren, 
and which went overseas with the 
10th Battalion on the Scandinavian. 
That awful winter of 1914-15 was put 
in on Salisbury Plain, and , the No. 1 
Hospital, proved the saviour of the 
situation. There was a hospital at 
l.ulfordi another, at Netheraven, and 
a tliird at Fighledene. Major Cofbet 
went to France, and remained at 
l:ouen for a time, but after the big 
Imtlle of Yprcs, when so many medl 
cal men were killed and wounded, ho 
offered for service on the firing lino, 
and was accepted, and was detailed 
as medical officer tor the .Srd Artil- 
lery Urlgade. which was made up of 
'I'oroiito, Hamilton and St. Catharines 
men for tho most part. 

He passed tlirougli some very heavy 
engagements with the 3rd Ar^llory 
Brigade, Feslubert In May, , Qivenchy 
and LaBasseo in June, and on Sep- 
tember 20, when the British and 
French troops made their famous 
drive at Loos near Arras in an effort 
til recapture Lille, Major Corbet's bri- 
gade was tho only Canadian force to 
he included in the big push. Sp*jak- 
lug of the bombardment, he said that

Mrs. Corbet was 
formerly a Miss Bird, of Montreal, 
and Is a sister of Mrs. Duval, whose 
husband, Major J, L. Duval, Med. '98, 
died of wounds suffered in. the fight- 
ing in the Ypres salient, and whose 
body was lost when the Hesperian 
was torpedoed. ^ 

Capt. J. A. McCarthy, who Is ad- 
jutant of tho field depot, is another 
veil known McGllI man, who has tak- 
eti on the vesttnents of the king and 
proven an officer of splendid parts. 
He Is a St. John boy, and graduated 
f:om McGIU University in 1910, after 
siudying at St. Joseph's College. Since 
that time he has been practising in 
St. John, and has made a specialty 
of X-ray work, ..which has won him 
not a little recognition in tho medlcii 
field. .ZaJ 
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Kiiiled for KiiRlaiid with IiIh brother, 
Ur, (i. O. Scott, to Join the Uoyal 
.'Vrmy Medical Corps. He has been 
in France for -some ' months, attaclicd 
to a British unit. Lieut. Scott play- 
ed football and hockey at McGill, anil 
1b a relative of Dr. C. K. Church, 
Med.

down tho Huns, and how 'Q' Uattory 
crossed the Khine— 1 think it too great 
a thing to miss, and I prefer to ro- 
main with tlu^ I. R. H. A., as tliolr 
big day Is cdmlng. and they are the 
best in the Empire!"
